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Engineer of Slocum 




Heartrending Experiences During the 
Dash to Beach Burning Steamer- 
pearly a Thousand Lost. 
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New York, June 17.— Forty-eight hours 
alter the burning of the steamer Gen- 
eral Slocum the exact sum ot victims 
i.s still unknown. In the early morning 
horns a few bodies were brought to the 
morgue, bringing the total up to 532, 
One hopeful phase of the situation is 
the steady decrease in the number of 
missing, though it is still appallingly 
large, the number of missing being be- 
tween 400 unci 000. The various of- 
ficials whose position brings them in 
touch "with the disaster, still adhere to 
the belief that when all is told it will 
be found that between nine hundred 
and one thousand persons perished, The 
sail task of burying the dead began 
today. 

1!. h\ Conklin, chief engineer of the 
General Slocum is at his home in Cats- 
kill, N. Y., ill from the effects .of his 
terrible experience in the disaster, but 
today he had so far recovered that he 
was 'able to talk about it. He did not 
know how the lire started, but said that 
while he was talking to his assistant, 
Everett Brandow, when opposite 138th 
street, the first mate reported the tire. 
Mr. Conklin said: "1 at once ordered 
to lay the hose while I went to the 
pumps, first notifying the captain, who 
was in the pilot house, by calling him 
through the speaking tube. 1 told Bran- 
dow to stand by the engine and not 
to leave it, and he obeyed me. 

"In less than a minute water was be- 
ing poured on the names, but it did 
not seem to chock them in the least. 
Two minutes or so later the tire alarms 
sounded and someone on deck cried 
'Fire!' Instantly there was a roar as 
the terrified passengers arose like one 
person and made a rush for the stern. 
Never shall I forget the horror of that 
scene anil the terrible confusion that 
followed. There was no checking that 
frenzied crowd: most of the crew were 
busy lighting the fire and those who 
were on deck were unable to calm the 
fears of the women and children. The 
captain rang the bell for a full head 
of steam and the boat shot forward 
like a race horse. 

"A thick volume of smoke went for- 
ward and filled the lower part of the 
bout. I was compelled to cover my 
mouth and nose with my arm in order 
to breathe. Mingled with the smell of 
the burning paint and wood was the 
sickening odor of burning flesh, Wo- 
men and children rushed about as 
though bereft of their senses; mothers 
grasped their children and rushed to 
the sides of the steamer and jumped into 
the water, only to drown. I saw several 
children with their clothing on fire and 
their mothers vainly trying to put out. 
the flumes with their hands. I never 
saw lire spread with such rapidity ami' 
in less time than it talcs to tell this 
the whole forward part of the vessel 
was in llames. 

"Tin' boat hail been newly painted, 
and this, of course, made it i urn more 
rapidly. Those who were on the lower 
deck rushed aft. and many children were 
knocked down and trampled to death. 



Try as I can. it is impossible to erase 
the scene from my memory. When 1 
close my eyes at lliglit 1 can see the 
struggling crowd, the dead, upturned 
faces and floating bodies. 1 eau yet 
hear those agonizing and piercing 
screams; and feeling the scorching 
llames, 1 realized that our only safety 
was to beach the boat, nnd I knew that 
North Brother island was the only place 
to do it. Wo could not turn back and 
beach on the Meadows, for we were 
above then), and I was fearful that we 
might strike a rock in Hell Gate. Had 
this happened the loss of life would 
have been greater, for no one not a 
good swimmer could have kept a lion t 
in tin' swift water. 

"We had eight lifeboats and two 
rafts aboard, hut it was an utter im- 
possibility to get near them for tin? 
crowd was so dense that it would have 
taken a hundred men to push the fren- 
zied persons aside and launch the boats. 
It all happened so suddenly and the 
fire spread with such rapidity that in 
less than fifteen minutes after it was 
discovered the boat was in flames from 
stem to stern. 

"At intervals the captain called 
through the speaking tube, asking how 
the lire was progressing, and Brandow 
kept him informed. 1 stayed at the 
pumps for 1 did not dare to leave them, 
fearing that they might break down 
or stop. When the bout was beached 
and I left the engine-room, they were 
still working. If the hose was rotten 
and hurst, as has been stated, I knew 
nothing of it, for the pumps worked 
regularly. It has also been said that' 
the life preservers were old and rotten. 
We .carried a full complement of pre- 
servers. They were such as are re- 
nuired by law, and if they were not 
sound and in the condition they should 
have been, then it is up to the inspec- 
tors, for the boat had been inspected 
only .1 short time before the lire and 
everything was pronounced all right, 
.lust before the Slocum was beached the 
engine-room was in flames and the large 
mirrors in it fell with a crash. 1 look- 
ed for Brandow. and he was still stand- 
ing near the throttle with the llames 
all about him. The heat was intense 
but I did not seem to feel it much. 

■'When the boat grounded there was 
a terrible crash as the upper decks gave 
way, and for a moment 1 felt sick for 
1 knew that many people were caught 
beneath it. Brandow stopped his en- 
gines and we made our way with dlfli- 
culty aft. Here there wore a number 
of women and children, who beseechotf 
ns piteously to sa\ e them. I did my 
best to quiet them and told them they 
must jump overboard. Just then a uil- 
came alongside and a rush was made 
for it. 

"I was carried over with the rest and 
fell underneath the struggling mass. I 
arose, and when I reached the shore 
I saw Captain Van Schuick and Pilot 
Van Wert standing in the water takiug 
inn bodies, which were floating all 
around us. 1 assisted in the work as 
loin: as 1 could. Brandow was badly

he escaped, lie and I were the last of 
the crew on the boat."

— Military 
circles here do not view the battle of 
Vafangok as a defeat, and they cou- 
tend that General Baron Stakelborg, 
unlike Lieut-General Sassenlitch, won 
more than he lost. Whether General 
Stakelherg's expedition to the south 
had an [immediate bearing on the situ- 
ation at Port Artuttr it is considered 
here its unquestionable that his pres- 
ence there has caused a diversion which 
will materially affect the Japanese op- 
eration in the southern part of the Liuo- 
tung peninsula. It is not thought like- 
ly that the Japanese had north of Kin- 
ehou such a large force as that which 
engaged Stakelherg's division.

An Eye Witness of the ProiongedfFight

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Liaoyang, Juno 17.— A correspondent 
of the press who was present at the 
battle of Vafangow describes the light- 
ing as follows : "The stern, dogged 
lighting at the battle of Vafangow was 
like another Borodino. The roar of the 
machine guns and the boom of the can- 
non still ring in one's ears. Through- 
out the three days of combat the ofli- 
cers and men vied with each other in 
pluck and heroism. They have added 
a glorious page to Russian military 
history. 

"The enemy's advance originally in- 
cluded the Fifth and Eighth and Elev- 
enth regiments, and twelve squadrons 
of cavalry and artillery. About two 
hundred guns were belching a continu- 
ous stream of shell and shot. Large 
reinforcements enabled them to turn the 
Russian flanks. A diversion on the 
right precipitated the buttle on the 
morning of June 15. 

"Major General Gerngross, who was 
wounded, commanded the left Hank, 
and General Loutchkovsky commanded 
the centre, including four battalions con- 
cealed in a small wood, whence they 
dealt death and destruction on the ene- 
my. The Russian right was protect- 
ed by Cossacks, dragoons and Siberian 
rifles. 

"While the big guns were thunder- 
ing, 1 made my way at about 11 a.m. 
to the Russian right flank and climbed 
a hill, whence 1 could view the whole 
field of battle. Behind me a battery 
had taken up a position from which it 
kept up a continuous fire upon the ad- 
vancing ranks of tiie enemy. Through 
glasses 1 could see the grand valley of 
the Tassn with the Chinese village of 
l-'efau. The heights of Poochotl, the 
railway bridge and the surrounding 
copses were occupied by Japanese in- 
fantry. Then black lines of infantry, 
like threads, could be seen creeping 
through the verdure. Nearer the slope 
of a hill was dotted by the grey shirt 
of tiie Russian riflemen. A brownish 
smoke overhung some of the batteries' 
and others showed flashes of flames. The 
crackle of rifle fire was punctuated by 
the roar of guns. Occasionally 1 heard 
the hiss of a Japanese bullet. 

"The sceue was awe-inspiring. Over 
the Russian centre and left Hank hov- 
ered chocolate clouds from bursting 



shells. It was evident that the tide 
of battle was coining toward the Rus- 
sian right. I saw reserves hurrying 
forward, the Cossacks galloping, follow- 
ed by columns of Infantry at tho 
double. Suddenly they disappeared ill 
an adjacent defile. 

"The valley where the Russians had 
camped was emptied as if by magic. 
Rattling volleys were fired behind the 
screen of hills which concealed the 
fighting troops from view in that di- 
rection, the sound of the tiring being 
the only evidence of the deadly struggle 
proceeding there. 

"This continued for half an hour. Sud- 
denly a company of Cossacks appeared 
on the crest of a hill and begun to de- 
scend. They were followed by infantry. 
The Japanese gunners promptly pur- 
sued them with shrapnel. Horses and 
men began fulling. A moment of har- 
rowing suspense was relieved by a 
thunderous shout of 'Hurrah!' It was 
from a couple of thousand of Russian 
troops just brought up by train. They 
quickly jumped from the cars, fixed 
bayonets and literally ran into the 
fight. 

"Again the crackle of musketry un- 
der cover, during which the arriving 
Russian regiments formed up and mov- 
ed off in complete order toward the rail- 
road, while along the line of commis- 
sariat wagons, escorted by Cossacks, 
took to the road. A battery of horse 
artillery stationed near the railroad, 
banged away furiously as it covered the 
retreat. The Japanese shells were then 
falling on the station building, from 
which train after train had moved. 

"I descended the hill and just suc- 
ceeded in jumping on the footboard of 
the last car. Some of the batteries on 
the left Hank wore still firing. The 
main force then begun slowly to retreat 
towards Kanzalin, 'M miles north to 
Vafangow, and at about 1 o'clock had 
accomplished its strategic mission. The 
buttle of Vafangow had deflected con- 
siderable Japanese forces from Port 
Arthur. 

"The lighting was glorious. Par three 
days the Russian regiments had main- 
tained thnt position and took the of- 
fensive on the left, so pressing the ene- 
my there that a couple of Japanese bat- 
teries fell into the Cossacks hands. 
The Russian soldiers went into battle 
singing, their spirits not affected by 
the fierce heat and furious cannonad- 
ing, whose intensity may be gauged 
from the influence it had on the atmos- 
pheric conditions. Rain drops fell like 
tears nt the height of the battle, al- 
though the day dawned clear. 

"Many Russians have fallen, but a 
greater number of Japanese were killed. 
The Russians' shells and bullets mowed 
them down like wheat. The 'whole val- 
ley was bestrewn with corpses and the 
River Tassa ran red. But it was with 
Japanese more than with Russian blood. 
I left in the last train with General 
Stakelborg. When passing Kaichou wo 
saw three Japanese cruisers. The whole 
road north was occupied by Russian 
troops. The Russians say the Japan- 
ese cannot advance much further north, 
even when they recover from the ef- 
fects of the battle of Vafangow."

Tokio, June 17.— It is impossible to 
ascertain accurately the figures of the 
losses sustained by the Japanese as a 
result of the sinking of the two trans- 
ports, Hitachi, uud the shelling of the 
transport Sado. A survivor reports to 
the Tsuuoda that the Hitachi was hit 
sixty times and caught lire. A boat 
from the Sado was sent to the Rus- 
sians for the purpose of a parley. The 
Russians agreed to give the Sado forty 
minutes to clear ship, and said they 
would take the non-combatants on 
board. The Russians later declared, 
their refusal to receive the uon-couibut- 
anst except an Englishman, the first 
mate. Before the forty minutes had 
expired the Russians, it is further said, 
torpedoed the ship on both sides. Col. 
Luehi, commanding the troops on the 
Hitachi, and many others, committed 
suicide. Luclii was educated in France. 
The majority of the passengers of the 
Sado were rescued. The greater num- 
ber of those who were on board the 
Hitachi were annihilated. The Sado. 
subsequently grounded on the east coast: 
of Okino island. It i.s expected she can 
be saved. The steamer Ise has arrived 
at Kokura carrying more of the crew 
and troops from the transport Sado. 
The Sado is safe and is being towed 
into port by the Higo. 

Nagasaki, June 17.— Seventy-three 
survivors from the transport Sado ar- 
rived hero today. They escaped in a 
water boat and contrived a sail front 
their clothing. They met a British 
steamer off the Island of Lki at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and were towed to 
a point near Nagasaki. The survivors 
say that the Sado's engines were dis- 
abled after a few shots had been fired 
by the Russians. When the survivors 
left the scene the Hitachi was still 
afloat. 

Tokio, June 17.— A report has been 
received from the police station at. Saga, 
near Sasebo, saying that sounds of can- 
nonading have been heard off the coast. 
It is possible that a Japanese fleet has 
met the Russians,

Fire In Planing Mills at Rat Por- 
tage Does $100,000 
Damages. 



Commanding Officer of Crack

Rat Portage, Out., June 17. — While 
workmen wore at dinner a tire alarm 
sounded. In some unaccountable man- 
ner the tire had .started in the en„iuo- 
rooiu of the planing mill of the Hat 
Portage Lumber Company, and by - 
o'clock the whole plant was a total loss. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000. 
Twenty-live thousand dollars' worth of 
glass alone was destroyed and 150 mcu 
are out of employment. In addition to 
the serious loss of the lumber company, 
IB dwelling houses have been nearly 
all destroyed, ten being burned to the 
ground, it is impossible at the present 
nine to ascertain the amount of insur- 
ance carried. The C. I*. It. lost three 
or four ears which were being loaded 
with lumber. lOxtictly four minutes ex- 
pired from the time the alarm was 
sotttided until the town brigade arrived 
mi the scene. The lumber company's 
brigade was already at. work, but the 
lire bad gained such headway, and, 
fanned by a light breeze, that it got 
beyond control. It was soon seen Unit 
jill attempts to save the pinning mill, 
sash and door factory and dry kiln 
were useless, and tile attention of the 
hlcuien was directed to saving the saw- 
mill and dwellings on First street. At 
U:it0 the lire was practically under con- 
trol. Other sufferers from the confla- 
gration are: M. Heap, house partly 
burned; (J. P. R. Engineer T. C. Young, 
house wiped out; C. P. It. Conductor

Governor Bobrikoff walked in the di- 
rection of the office of the committee of 
justice and Sell llllina till followed, firing 
two more shots, one of these shots 
striking the governor in the neck. 

"The murderer then pressed the muz- 
zle of the revolver to his heart, pulled 
the (rigger, fell unconscious to the steps 
and dieil fifteen minutes later. Not a 
word passed between Scliaumanu and 
the governor. The latter in the mean- 
time had succeeded in opening the dem- 
and entering the committee room. L 
asked him if he was wounded and In- 
replied "No." Then I noticed that 
blood was Mowing from him and before 
1 could say more Bobrikoff fainted." 

It appears that General Bobrikoff 
never had a chance to survive. The 
surgeons had only the slenderest hope 
from the operation which they perform- 
ed. During the course of the operation 
the pulse altogether ceased more than 
once. The injuries inflicted were so 
lacerated as to indicate that the bullet 
was of an explosive nature. When the 
operation was completed the patient re- 
gained and maintained consciousness for 
about three hours, during which time 
he spoke a few words to his wife and 
daughters. Then at 5 o'clock he be- 
came unconscious and remained so until 
be expired. 

The body reposes in a room in the 
Governor's palace attired in a military 
uniform. General Bobrikoff will be 
buried Monday next in the family vault, 
at Sergiou near SI. Petersburg.

Toronto, June 17.— Wholesale trade 
lit Montreal is a little more active in 
seasonable dry goods and wearing ap- 
parel, but generally speaking thus far 
it is not as satisfactory as it was a 
year ago. The uncertainty about the 
crops in May and the unseasonable 
weather prevented the expansion In 
the demand for general staple goods 
that would otherwise have been experi- 
enced. The business booked so far this 
tall is large and the outlook in that 
connection progrossing, and trade will 
soon show increased activity in the 
present favorable conditions as main- 
tained prices of staple goods are gen- 
erally held. 

Warm weather has increased the de- 
mand in Toronto for retail traders for 
seasonable goods to sort stocks. The 
outlook is for a. steady improvement : ri 
that direction as unfavorable weather 
conditions have limited purchases of 
such goods. Crop conditions are more 
promising and the outlook for fall trade- 
is encouraging. The big distribution of 
firms in all the leading centres in trade 
is experiencing a better demand from 
the .Northwest and Toronto in this re- 
spect is no exception.

When 
negotiations in connection with the Co- 
lumbia & Western grunt came to a 
climax and the famous "Bill No. 10" 
last year was introduced and passed 
coufinnitijr (he cancellation of the grant 
made by Order-in-Couucil, it was strongly 
urged that the reserve should be taken 
off, the land thrown open and licenses 
issued to bona fide applicants who had 
complied with the law. Upon the re- 
tirement of the Prior administration ami 
i lie formation of the present Govern- 
ment Upon party lines, the proper 
method of dealing with the whole mat- 
ter immediately became a political issue. 
Opinions differed widely on the subject 
of oil and petroleum rights. Some ad- 
vocated t[ ic putting up of these to pub- 
lic competition by auction; others 
thought the licenses should be issued 
to applicants in <ii',kr of priority, nun' 
so on. As stated yesterday, no very 
definite prngi'iiiiiino was submitted for 
public discussion. However, many seri- 
ous complications were involved; and 
the members in' tie- !Jov.'r!!m<>nt hail 
a very dilllcult and ii, licate task ahead 
of 1 1 i in deciding 'Upon a sou ml pub- 
lic policy in respect to it.

New York, June 17.— Interest In tlic 
stock market .today remained largely cen- 
tered lu the Southern Pacific preferred 
stock Issues. This plan was diligently can- 
vassed from every point of view. There" 
was considerable speculative activity In ' 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific as a 
consequence,. 

The early advances In Union Pacific was I 
due also In part to a rumor that a decision 
in favor of the Union Paclile party was 
to be handed down In the Northern Se- , 
curltles case, upholding Its contention for 
the return of the .Northern Pacific stock 
us originally deposited. Dealings fell awav 1 
to tho dullest of the week in the latter 1 
part of the day and prices clung closely 
to last night's closing level. The nature 
of the dealings on the curb tu Southern 
Pacific subscription rights and in the new 
preferred stock when issued had its part 
ill upsetting sentiment. Until the lights 
and the new stock were heavily sold. The 1 
provision of n privilege to redeem the pro- 
posed stock at 115 for a period of live 
years was the cause. The effect upon 
Union Pacific was moderate except as It 
diminished its activity. The selling of 
Southern Pacific was large, Including 1 
free offerings for London account. The 
buying was believed to be In the nature of 
supporting orders, but It served to relieve 
the anxiety lest the new financial plan 
should break the price of Southern Tactile 
and thus hurt the market. Sharp declines 
In Hie Metropolitan Street Railway de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend, but 
many rumors circulated of the Inadequacy 
of the company's earnings to provide for 
dividends as guaranteed.

Dyked Lands 



The Chiel Commissioner of the 
Lands and Works Tells of 
His Trip. 



Dykes Are in Excellent Condi 
lion— Special Dyking Bill 
Promised, 



Premier McBride and lion. 1!. F. 
llrccn, chief commissioner of hinds and 
works, liave just returned from a tour 
of the Eraser river dykes. Hon. Mr. 
Green was seen in his olUcc yesterday 
afternoon by a representative of the 
Colonist and readily granted an inter- 
view on the subject of dykes. 

"We found nil those dykes in very 
Rood shape, indeed," said Mr. Greiau, 
".iud from all appearances there is uo 
danger of hush water this year. 1 inn 
inclined to think that even if high wnt«a - 
did come there would be no danger of 
it doing any serious damage. The pre- 
mier and 1 met the settlers nud those 
interested in the dykes at ti public meet- 
ing ut C'hillhvack, and got an expres- 
sion from them as to their views upon 
the dyking question. They were to moot 
again to appoint a committee to wait 
upon the government and put forward 
their particular ideas as to how the 
adjustment of the accounts between the 
government and the interested people 
tihoofd be settled. 

"There is no Question the dykes are 
doing ii great deal of good, and those 
people in that particular valley appear 
In be doing very well indeed. While, 
nf course, there Is a demand for some 
assistance to extend the drainage sys- 
tem within the dyked areas, which will, 
if proceeded with, bring some ten or 
twelve thousand acres more under ctll- 
tlration. 

"Very few people who have not seen 
the land within the dykes can realize 
that we have within the province of 
Iirttisli Columbia such valuable agricul- 
tural areas. We drove over the t'hilli- 
wuck dyke or tin' greater portion of it, 
ami examined the portions that gave 
trouble last year, anil I am of the opin- 
ion that the repairs being done there 
arc quite sullieient, and the dykes are 
now as solid at those portions as any 
other parts of the dyke. The particular 
work done there has succeeded in ac- 
complishing the object aimed at, and 
there is practically uo erosion of the 
hanks there now. It is true that the 
cost was somewhat large, owing mainly 
lo the fact that we had a very early 
freshet, something practically unprece- 
dented, the water having arisen in tic 
first freshet almost as high as it has 
been since. A considerable portion of 
the work had to lie done with the water 
at this height, anil, of course, from 
that cause naturally the cost was great- 
er, but nndouldedly good work has been 
doite and the improvement will be per- 
manent. 

"The next day WO went down to 
Mutsqili, and nut the Matsqui settlers 
at (he school house for the Brsl tint", 
and invited them to accompany us over 
to Mission City, where a meeting bad 
keen advertised to take [dace, for not 
only the Matsqui settlers, but those of 
Goquitluni also. We went all over the 
Matsqui dyke and found it in very good 
shape, and no danger was looked for 
from high water. The people of those 
districts want some assistance in the 
way of further drainage, and they ace 
also desirous of having a commission-':- 
nr commissioners to represent them in 
matters connected with the dykes. Tin? 
Praser river nl that point, as in the 
past, has carried away the banks to 
quite an extent, in some places the en- 
croachments of the river 
dose to the dykes, But, 
from natural onuses, this 
how ceased. Of course, it is just 
siblc that sonic particular work 
have to lie done n| those endangered 
places, but 1 hope this will be found 
not to be necessary. 

"We also visited the I'itt Meadows, 
Pitt river and '.Maple Ridge dykes and 

found those dykes also in g ! shape. 

The pumps in all those cases I have 
mentioned, were also found to be work- 
ing very satisfactorily, and seemed to 
be quite capable of handling all the 
water necessary to be removed. Wo 
bad a meeting with the interested peo- 
ple of those two districts at Mission 
Junction. It is true that a grenl deal | 
of money has been spent upon those I 
dykes, somewhere in the neighborhood 
of a million dollars, and up to the pros- I 
cut time there has been very little re- 
turn in cash lo the government. .To he 
sure, there has been a n indirect re- | 
turn, inasmuch as those large areas of | 
fertile soil that would otherwise he use 
loss have been brought under cultiva- 
tion, and are peopled with a happy and 
prosperous lot of settlors. 

"The dyking question as between the 
government and tin' settlers is a ques- 
tion of the greatest importance, the 
main complaint fr i he settlers' point 

»>f View seeming to he that the dykes 

in nto.xl cases cost very much more than 
the original estimates, and the insutll- 



cieney of the drainage system. How- 
ever, the matter must be settled in the 
very near future. Past governments, for 
some reason or other, have not rienll 
with thi' mutter in so far as making it 
incumbent upon the settlers to pay their 
dyking taxes from year to year. 

"I purpose going into the question 
fully between now and the next sitting 
of the House, with the object of bringing 
in a bill that will settle this matter once 
for all. The money of the people of 
the province is in this enterprise, and 
those directly benefited must, of 
course, be made to repay the same. On 
the other hand, it is possible that as 
mistakes have been made in the pas! 
we may he wise to relievo those people 
of some of the consequences of those 
mistakes. However. I am not in a posi- 
tion yet lo say just what will be don... 
further than to say that 1 expect to he 
in a position before the House meets to 
lay before the House a bill that will he 
satisfactory to the government while 
being quite fair to the interested sec- 
tions. 

"We found the people generally 
throughout the sections visited, hopeful 
ami very much pleased to know that 
the matter is likely to be settled. There 
is quite a large body o£ settlers culti- 
vating the land within the dykes, but 
there is room for a great many more. 
Those dyke hinds, as is pretty well 
known, are <iiuougst: the most fertile to 
ho, found :lny where, -and the Kraser 
river valley is no exception to that rule. 
The crops look strong and abundant, 
and if the weather conditions remain 
favorable for this season a very heavy 
harvest may be expected." 

The premier also spoke in enthusi- 
astic terms of the spendid agricultural 
areas now being cutlivated within the 
dykes, mid said that all who have the 
opportunity should visit Hint section of 
the province and see for themselves 
the wonderful agricultural development 
that has taken place. Premier McBride 
mvdict.s that tit no distant date the 
Pitt Meadows alone will support a pros- 
perous population of 20.fXK) people. It 
is now blossoming out into one of (he 
line-.; agricultural areas that anyone 
could wish to see. .

"It is a difficult matter, and at times 
the solution seems hopeless. The situa- 
tion is very complicated. The state of 
Washington and the province of British 
Columbia, have each authority to make 
and enforce local regulations for (he 
lisberies within (heir borders. In each 
case the federal government cannot ef- 
fectually legislate in regard to the mat- 
lone can negotiate any con- 
enter into any agreement

"Perhaps the nearest approach to a 

practical soluti so far as regards a 

regulnti »f the taking of salmon, the

"The matter is not for the indefinite 
future, it is one of immediate am] [ires- 
sing moment. It has been too hue.- de- 
ferred already, One of the greatest in- 
dustries mi t lie Pacific coast, a source 
of wealth lo both British Columbia and 
Washington, is in very serious danger 
of extinction."

MARINE NOTES.

The Canadian Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation, which has bend otllccs in To- 
ronto, is filing hot shot at. the Board 
of Fire Insurance Underwriters. In 
the current issue of its monthly organ, 
a number of charges are made as i'ol- 
lowa: 

"The rates and methods of the insur- 
ance companies have been gradually 
growing inn', growing more unsatisfac- 
tory. It has become impossible for the 
insured to understand his position. 
There has been no proper system of 
inspection; and the tariffs for special 
risks and schedules for rating manu- 
facturing hazards have become dead 
letters. The underwriters have inter- 
preted the schedules to suit themselves, 
their interpretation always tending to- 
wards tin increase in rates. 

"The action of the underwriters in 
making their arbitrary increase imme- 
diately following the Toronto tire 
brought the silent discontent to n cli- 
max. Tlie plea that the insurance coin- 
panics were not 'milking money was 
investigated, and the difference between 
the premium income and the actual fire 
loss, especially in Toronto was found 
lo be exceptionally high. The compa- 
nies bad been taking over 35 per cent 
of their Dominion income to pay then' 
running expenses and profits, and in re- 
turn gave to their customers increased 
rates and unbusinesslike treatment. 

"The discontent is general throughout 
the Dominion. In Halifax, the Nova 
Scotia branch of the Manufacturers' 

Association has protested against a pro- 
posed advance. In Winnipeg the Board 
of Trade is considering the situation. In 
Loudon, the organization of a new com- 
pany lias already been completed. Ac- 
tion is also reported from several oth- 
er centres."

Infected Indian Corn Is to Be 
Shipped Back to 
Australia. 



The shipment of Indian corn thut ar- 
rived from Australia by the Manuka 
on the steamer's hist voyage this way 
will be returned to Sydney by the same 
vessel when she leaves port on the L'-ltli 
inst. 

The corn was seized by the provin- 
cial fruit inspector upon the arrival 
of the .Manuka hero, and was at once 
condemned. The corn was infected 
with the weevil pest and not tit for 
use.. Orders were at onee issued by 
the Horticulture department that the 
Ki'itin should not bo allowed to leave 
the wharf, but should either bo de- 
stroyed or returned whence it came. 
This hitter course has been decided 
upon and the corn will go back to Aus- 
tralia. 

As a result of the continued cam- 
jinifrn against infected stock coining in- 
to Kritish Columbia, the shipments i>( 
fruit and fruit trees this year have al- 
most been absolutely free from destruc- 
tive insects of any kind. Instead of 
the previous infected importations, 
healthy stock is being brought into 
Ki-itisli Columbia, and what is better, 
the importations are for the purpose of 
stitrting nursorfes in this province for 
the propagation of stock here.

Okaiiagan. and to grow the 
finest kind of fruit. The shipment con- 
sisted of cherry seedlings, English wal- 
nuts, sugar maples, pine, oak, box elder. 
American elm, catalpa, pear seedlings 
and ornamentals. These will form a 
bnse for the further propagation of 
stock to he sold all over the province. 

The Aberdeen ranch at Vernon has 
also gone extensively into experimenting 
with fruit stock suitable to British Co- 
lumbia, and is now importing pearli- 
stones from which peuch seedling will 
bo propagated. The varieties imported 
have been found by actual growth to 
thrive well in British Columbia. Since 
the new act requiring all nurserymen 
and dealers in nursery stock to furnish 
bonds for i?2.000, the local growers arc 
getting most of the business. There 
are eight or nine nurseries in British 
Columbia now. in the interior and on 
the coast, that in the inspector's opiu- 
irm can supply any amount of gooil 
nursery stock. The great trouble has 
been reckless ordering through agents, 
anil the substitution of other varieties 
limn the ones ordered by foreign deal- 
ers. As only experts can well tell the 
difference between the varieties of 
young fruit trees, there was general 
disappointment in later year! wlub| 
the trees brought forth fruit. 

The strawberry crop will be larger 
this year, ami of a better quality than 
over before, ami in the opinion of the 
horticulture department the importa- 
tions of the luscious berry have ceased 
for this year at least. All through the 
strawberry districts the crops are splcti- 
ilid. Reports from South Vancouver, 
Knsl and West Burnaby and Uiclunoiid. I 
tell of good crops in perfect condition. 
The reported caterpillar pest is non-ex- 
istent. There are. id' course, a certain 
number of insects— then- always nre-

by dazzling 'out visionary .schemes, and 
yet no one understands better than he 
the value — 1 would even say the neces- 
sity — of imagination in diplomacy. To 
work patiently, steadily, unobtrusively 
for a great end, to lay sure founda- 
tions on which only posterity, it may 
be, will build, is often the seemingly 
thankless task of the diplomatist, and 
M. Cauibon must be counted happy 
beyond most in that he has himself 
seen the seed which he sowed almost 
in secret spring up so quickly to har- 
vest. 

Horn 01 years ago, Pierre Paul Cam- 
bon was brought up for the French 
bar, but he never practised, preferring 
a diplomatic career. M. Jules Ferry, 
a pretty good judge of men. took him 
as his private' secretary, and promo- 
tion naturally followed. In 1S7.M he 
became Prefect (an office created by 
Napoleon, which has no parallel in this 
country) of the Aube, and in ISTti Pre- 
fect of the Doubt!, 

The still more important Prefecture 
of the Nord proved a stepping-stone 
to Tunis, now the "show" colony of 
France. lie went there just a year 
alter the French Protectorate had been 
declared, when a practically barbarous 
Kingdom had to lie civilized, an uneor- 
rupt judicial system established, and 
fair taxation substituted for violent 
and oppressive exactions. M. Cnmbon, 
wdio had studied the "dismal science" 
of political economy to seme purpose, 
threw himself into the work with 
such energy that he was appoialcd 
Hesident-General. 

A year passed, and in lS8(.i he was 
transferred as Ambassador to Madrid, 
where there was little to do. This 
holiday, however, could not, in the na- 
ture of things, last long, and M. Cnni- 
bou was soon scut to the French Em- 
bassy in Constantinople. Here he 
spent live most trying and laborious 
years ever striving, in the interests of 
the wretched Armenians, to break 
down the otjstinacy of the wily Sultan. 

He had then as diplomatic collea- 
gues M. de Nelldoff, Lord (then Sir 
Phillipl Currie, Signor Pnusn, and 
Karon von Snurmn-Jeltscli, and. in 
spite of ditllculties with his fiovern- 
li lent at home, he took the lead, and 
even exceeded his instructions, in striv- 
ing to check the appalling massacres. 
Thanks to him, the Armenians were 
certainly spared further outrages, bin 
the tireen-Tiirkisli war broke out. ami 
II. Cauibon was wanted in London. 

The French Embassy nt Albert-gate 
House has an almost ideal situation, 
over-looking Hyde park. Ii is a huge 
house, and when Cubit t firs! built ii 
and its equally gigantic neighbor, the 
pair were promptly nicknamed "(iibral- 
lur" and "Malta." on the ground that 
they could never be '-taken." However, 
Albert-gate House was. as a matter of 
fact, cap tired by Hudson, the railway 
king. Later on it was bought by the 
French government, and Ijueen Victo- 
ria was present at a ball which was 
given to celebrate the removal of tie 
Embassy thither. 

'1 he whole house is decorated wi.h 
admirable taste, and there are some 
notable pictures and sculpture, Sevres 
vases, ami line old tapestries. The Em- 
bassy stall are milking a collection of 
portraits of M. Cnmbon's predecessors 
in the otiice of French Ambassador; 
they have already secured the Hue do 
la Rochefoucauld, M. CSubcot, Count 
Lernurd d'Harcourt, and I'.aron de 
Coureel. 

M, Cauibon was married to a < harm- 
ing and accomplished American lady, 
but her health was ma strong, and she 
died at Pan about a year before her 
husbands appointment to Loudon. 
Their son. who is now 28, is following 
in his father's footsteps, and has been 
gathering diplomatic experience at tin' 
French Legation in Morocco. 

An Anglophil by conviction, he has 
a much wiiler knowledge of English 
literature than many Englishmen who 
consider themselves cultivated. Indeed, 
ii is remarkable how quickly M. Caui- 
bon found himself "en rapport" with 
all things English 

He has extraordinary social gifts, 
and was naturally at mice made wel- 
come in the great English world, into 
which by no means every Ambassador 
or Minister really succeeds in penetrat- 
ing. Thus he was able, almost from 
the day on which he tool; up his ap- 
pointment among us. to assure his gov- 
ernment, with constantly increasing 
conviction, that the Lmrlish people are 
animated by nothing but (lie friendliest 
feelings towards France.

ISAAC OPPENHEIMER 
TO LIVE IN EUROPE 

Was a Familiar Figure In the 
Early Days of This 
Province. 



By yesterday's mail was received by a 
gentlemen in this city n letter from Mr. 
Isaac Oppeuheliner, of the old firm of Op- 
peiihclmer Uros., says tin; Vancouver 
Ledger. The letter was dated New York, 
ami announced that Mr. Oppenhelmcr, ae- 
eouipanlcd by Mrs. Oppeuheliner, was to 
sail on Juiiv. 4 by the Hamburg-American 
lluer Vretorluu for Hamburg, Germany, 
where Mr. Oppeuhelmer Intends residing 
In future. 

Speaking of the departure of one of the 
familiar figures of the early days of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, and the pioneer days 
of British Columbia, the gentleman sulil: 

"It is possibly the last of an old-timer, 
and one of the remaining representatives 
of a family which lias done more for the 
advancement of Vancouver than any 
other . An old-timer, yes, Isaac Oppcn- 
heliner has been associated with the prog- 
ress of British Columbia since its Infancy 
In ltioS. And during the Cariboo excite- 
ment be and his brothers David and God- 
frey were the best known men on the ' 
Cariboo road. 

"Their experiences, as we have often 
beard them recited by David and Isaac, 
were thrilling In character, and hundreds 
of miners who were la the Cariboo la the 
early days remember their names with 
gratitude as men who, utterly unselfish, 
did their best to assist those whom fortune 
had not favored. 

"The result of tills kindly policy was 
that financial difficulty overtook the firm 
and arrangements were mndo with the 
creditors, which were loyally carried out. 

"\t a later date the Una moved from 
Ynle to Victoria, and the remaining prin- 
cipals, Godfrey having died, carried on 
business for several years. Their hearts 
belonged to the Mainland, and In view of 
the proposed construction of the C. F. It. 
to Vancouver, they Invested practically 
their all In Vancouver property, being as- 
sociated with ninny men at present living, 
who were equally sanguine of the future of 
the city by the Lions' Gate. 

"Their faith in Vancouver never faltered, 
and whilst other holders In many Instances 
sacrificed their holdings, OppenUclmer 
Bros, stood by the city and paid their 
quota to its development in parts wherein 
they were not personally Interested, and 
so 'materially assisted the general prog- 
ress."

An otllcial handbook, which is now 
out of print, although it is only eight 
years ohi. gives the most reliable infor- 
mation on Russian army organization. 
The Czar had it edited in English by 
the "Chancery of the Committee ol' 
IMinisters" for his newly tntirrii d iitu- 
pre.-s, who could not read llussian. It 
deals with all the institutions of the 
country. Under the head "Military 
Service," which became compulsory in 
1874, it status: 

• "AH 'he male population capable of 
service, from lite :i:is of 2d to 43, en- 
ter into the enuiposiiioii of thu armeil 
forces of tin- state. Some, however, 
belong to ihe regular permanent troops, 
waile other.- are counted as militia, 
opoltlit-ilie, ami are called out onij 
in lime of war. ami then principally 
for service in the rear of the regular 
army. '1 he general term of service in 
the regular army i> eightteu years, four 
of which are passed with the colors 
and fourteen in the reserves.
